Supplied With Seats. 


Because they w e r e not able to ob­ 
tain 
seats, 
fifty-six 
R a m o n a 
p a t r o n s 
of the Covina line of the Pacific Eler- 
trle rnllroad 
refused to pay fares r n 
a e a r that left I^os Angeles d u r i n g t h o 
Slipper hour of T u e s d a y evening. T h o 
car w a s held for an hour a t Covina 
• junction, delaying over 100 o t h e r pas­ 
sengers, 
bound 
for Covina 
and Po­ 
mona. 


Since tho big floods of Sonthorn Cal­ 
ifornia tho Paclflc Electric linos havo 
been 
badly crippled, t h e Covina 
lino 
being one of 
tho 
worst 
injured 
of 
any In the country. 
Gor this 
reason 
tho railroad h a s been obliged to use 
a single track, and fewer c a r s 
h a v e 
been 
operated. 
T h e 
t r a c k 
Is In 
t e m p o r a r y condition of reiiair, a n d t h e 
trallW- has boon 
moved 
very 
slowly 
and 
eatillonsly.

Architect P. R. Greonleaf, who de­ 
signed and executed the booth for Co- 
Vina at the San Bernardino 
Orange 
Show, and who was in constant 
at­ 
tendance upon in during the days of 
this justly famous exhibit of 
citrus 
fruits, said this weelc that 40,000 peo­ 
ple passed through the Covlna booth] 
in six days. 
I 


Although many 
difficulties 
arose 
t h a t were not expected or anticipated, 
the Covina people may well be proud 
of the display made. 
One man, A. P. 
Kerckhoft, who attended the show on 
one of its busiest days, said 
after­ 
wards that no man could loolc criti­ 
cally upon the various exhibits with­ 
out being sure that the Covlna display 
was the equal ot any shown by tlie 
citrus localities. 


Storms made it impossible for the 
Covina people to attend In large num- 
liers. 
The complete tie-up of trans­ 
portation companies for ten days ren­ 
dered it impossible to send fresh fruit

to the exhibit, so that it devolved up­ 
on Mr. Greenleaf to get fresh 
fruit 
as hest he could and he worked un­ 
ceasingly from daylight until far into 
the night of every day that teh show 
Tvas in .progress. 


Mr. Greenleaf's 
devotion 
to 
the 
work became so marked that news­ 
papermen In San Bernardino 
caught 
liis enthusiasm, and a long article ap­ 
peared in one of the San Bernardino 
papers commending Greenleaf on his 
enthusiasm and praising his exhibit. 
The owner of a Philadelphia 
paper, 
who was stopping for the winter at 
the Glenwood Mission Inn In River­ 
side, spent some time with Mr. Green­ 
leaf preparing a write-up of the Co­ 
vina citrus locality, to bo included in 
a story of California fruit-raising. 
An­ 
other newspaper representative 
who 
haunted Greenleaf's booth was con­ 
nected with the Chicago Record-Her­ 
ald.

' All the prizes were taken by ex­ 
hibits shown from the various locali­ 
ties in Orange and Riverside 
coun­ 
ties. 
Although splendid exhibits were 
shown from such localities as Pomona, 
Monrovia, and Covlna, the county did 
not seem to be in the running in the 
matter of prizes, although the Los An 
geles towns 
received 
a 
gratifying 
amount of coipmendatlon 
from 
the 
great number of patrons of the show. 
It is true that the Covlna oranges did 
not show a high art In the quality of 
the "pack." 
It was mainly on this 
point 
that 
Riverside 
and 
Orange 
county were leaders. 
Greenleaf's 
ar 
tistlc bopth, however, was more high­ 
ly popular than any other exhibit. On­ 
tario received first prize, with Placen 
tia, second. 


Another activity on the part of Mr. 
Greenleaf was that of presenting or­ 
anges to the patrons of tlie Arrowhead 
hotel and the Glenwood Mission Inn. 
He found many eastern people who 
were genuinely interested in the Co­ 
vina country.

PHOTOGRAPHS. 
Amid the lattice-work and greenery 
of the Covina booth were to be seen 
well-selected 
photographs 
of 
many 
scenes 
in the Covina valley, taken 
by C. W. Tucker and donated to the 
exhibit. 
Mr. Tucker was also In at 
tendance at the booth for one day 
One photograph which caused 
more 
than casual Interest was that of 
birds-eye view of the Covlna valley 
The booth was kept fresh each day 
with banks of greenery and Calltor 
nla poppies. 
Mr. Greenleaf went out 
in the early morning of each day and 
gathered wild-flowers for 
decoration 
The Covina valley has the word of 
Mr, Greenleaf that, although weathor 
conditions were very unfavorable, the 
Orange Show was attended in greater 
numbers than in'years past. 
The Co­ 
vina man believes that the 
exhibit 
was of great advertising benefit 
to 
the valley. 
He only regi-ets that he 
did not have literature of an adequate 
nature to distribute. 
Many localities 
had beautiful color booklets. 


The Argus believes It Is safe to say 
that Covlna never before had as cap 
able a representative in charge of 
community enterprise as we had in 
Mr. Greenleaf 
this year. 
Not 
only 
did he design the beautiful booth, but 
he superintended 
the making of 
It 
and put in two weeks of his own la­ 
bor on It. 
And before the booth was 
begun, he canvassed among the cit­ 
izens and merchants of the 
Covina 
valley and himself raised over two 
thirds of the amount of money need 
ed. 
The people of Covina owe 
an 
appreciative thanks to Mr. Greenleaf 
for his public spirit and his genius.

terests of good service. 


General Manager .1. McMillan of the 
Pacific Electric, Wednesday Issqed an 
appeal to the public along the lines 
which were severely crippled by the 
recent storm to bear with the tempo­ 
rary service, as the company is doing 
the best under existing circumstances. 


The statement of General Manager 
McMillan in part is as follows: 


"It is a fact that we are having de­ 
lay on a number of the lines on the 
system,' but until the tracks are re­ 
paired there is no way that we can 
give the Pacific Blectric's usual ser­ 
vice. The Covlna line was one of the 
worst sufferers in the recent floods, 
for we lost mile after mile of track 
and bridges completely. 


"At the present time we have only 
one track of that line that is in shape 
for service. To serve the people we 
are using this track to the limit of its 
carrying capacity, but It Is not yet 
safe 
for high-speed 
heavy-train 
ser­ 
vice. 


"We are, however, doing the best 


we, can to Improve conditions and as 
soon as the tracks are repaired 
we 
will be in position to give the people 
the service they should have. 


"In the meantime we ask the public 
to bear with us. It may be anywhere 
from ten days to two weeks yet before 
all lines are restored to condition for 
full service."

O. B. Is 11.30, Says Fruit 
Exchange Manager. 


California citrus fruit is In greater 
demand in eastern markets, the price 
having advanced 10 cents par box dur 
ing the past few days, says O. Harold 
Powell, general manager of the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Growers' Exchange, 
re 
ported Wednesday. 
The average re­ 
turns, per box, for oranges f. o. b. 
value, is now about 11.30. 


The strengthening of the citrus mar 
ket is attributed by Mr. Powell to tbe 
holding up of oblpments on account of 
the recent railroad washouts, which 
allowed the surplus to be worked off, 
to the lessening of the size of the 
Florida shipments, with the advance 
of the season, and to the recognized 
quality of the season's California or 
anges. 


"Never have the California oranges 
been better. In size, appearance and 
eating fjuallly," says ho, "and the pco 
pie of the East are coming to demand 
the oranges from this section. If the 
California fruit reaches the markets 
in sound condition during the remain­ 
der of the season, the market should 
continue to grow stronger, the prices 
better, and the returns larger."

o v e r " on the (nan who was cultivating the floor of his orchard. 


Everywhen- we .scr; the gouges and gashes in fruit orchards, where 
the soil was unprotected. 
Where ranches had a good starul of vetch, 
clover, cow-peas, or some such otlu-r crop, the rain was unable to 
••arry the .soil away. 
In som<f of the fiercest tracks of the flood, we 
.i-ec! the cover (;rop flat on the ground, Itut the roots of the; crop and 
the foliage very nearly ()rolectcd llu^ soil from any tlamage whati-ver. 
This is also even more true where ranches w e n ; covered with weeds, 
'i'he gr(!at sprangliiig plant that is known in botanical cii'clcs as th(; 
marshmallow [)liiiit. fi-om wlii(;h is made nuirshmallow tea. and which 
g r o w s so grossly on many of the ranches, was on(; of tlu; finest pro- 
ieetions during the flood. 


Anoth(!r year it will be well for all ranchers to plant, cover crops, 
in anticipation of serious storms. 
Covei'-crojjs saved many a ranch 
from bad damage.

This pro,ieet bobs up n o w and then. 
'Thero w a s a time when a 
f(!W Covina men, the eclitor of the Argns included, looked upon this 
I)ro,iect as one of the big things confronting the people, and having 
to do with the suciressful future of the valh^y. 
M a k i n g a reservoir 
of the Puddingstone site is ,iust as feasible today as ever in the past. 
.In fact, one sevcfre obstacle has been removed, through the curtailing 
of the powers O f the Piieific Ligiit & Power Company by the govern­

D a y in California, it would hi' well to scan the following short ad­ 
dress delivered several years ago by Theodore Roosevelt. 
This great 
lover of nature .says: 


Arbor Day (wliieh means simply " T r e e D a y " ) is now observed in 
every sta((! in our uni(Ui, maiidy in the sclu)ols. 
At various times 
from January to December, but chieny in the month of April, you 
giv(! a da.v or piirt of a day to sja-eial exercises, and perluii)s to actual 
1ree planting; in recognition of the imi)ortancc of trees to us as n 
nation, aiul of what they yield in adornment. comtVu't and useful 
])roducts to the eonunuuities in which they live. 


It is wt.'ll that you shoidd (ielebrale your Arbor D a y thoughtfully, 
for within your lifetime tin; luition's need of ti'ces will become serious. 
We of an older generation can get ahnig with what we have, though 
with growing hardship; but in yotu* manhood ami womanhood you 
will want what nature oue(! so bountifully supplied, and nutn so 
tlioughtle,ssly destroyed; anil because of that want y o u will repi-oach 
ns, not for what we luive used, but for what we have wa.sted. 


For the milion, as for nuiu ami woman aiul the bo.v and girl, the 
road to suecirss is the right US(> of what we have and the improvement 
<if present oppoi'tiun'ti(^s. If you neglect to prepan; 3'ourselvcs now 
i'or the duties and responsibilities which will fall upon you later, if 
yovi do not learn the tilings which you will need to know when your 
school days are over you will suffer the eonsecpjeuees. So any nation 
which in its youth lives only for the day, reaps without sowing and 
tfonsuuH's without husbanding, nuist expect Ww peiuilty of the prodi­ 
gal, whose labor eoidd with difTiculty find him the hare means x)Jf life. 


A people without children would face a hopeless fntiu'e; a country 
without trees is almost as hopeless; forests which are so used that they 
cannot renew themselves will soon vanish, aiul with them all their 
benefits. 
A true forest is not merely a storehouse full of wood, but, 
ns it w<'ro, a factory of wood, and at the same time a reservoir of 
water. 
When you help to preserve our forests or to plant now ones 
y o u are acting the part of good citizens. 
The value of forestry de­ 
serves, therefore, to be taught in the schools which aim to make citi- 
l)ens of yo\i. If yoiu* Arbor i3ay exorcises help y o u to realize what 
beiu^fits each one of you receives from the forest and how by your 
assistance these benefits may continue, they will serve a great end.

"The 
enterprising 
rural weekly Is 
relatively the besi 
newspaper printed In that It adheres 
most strongly to the news ideal. It 
prints the news that iieople are talk­ 
ing about in Its community and that 
raakies the i^eaders talk about the 
paper. This is true even if it is some­ 
what common gossip that is printed. 
It is the human interest, you know. 
That is the object of news quality. In­ 
terest your readers. 
By this same 
token the metropolitan papers are at 
the foot of the list. 


"Of course it is natural that the 
larger the town the less amount of 
local aews 
is 
carried. 
However, 
more local news is a demand today 
by the readers of the average news­ 
paper. It Is true that the rural press 


w i t h 
ilH goHslpy Items looks ridicu 
lous.to the cUy chap, but let me tell 
you that such a newspaper reaches 
nearer to the Ideal in human interest 
than the larger city contemporary."
